Shiccs is »J-.e execcnv- dL'tctor of the Global Ciiir.ate Coalition (GCC), viiih more 
than 50 major corporations and cradc organizauons av members. GCC was formed to 
coordinate the involvement of U.S. indusL-y in the science and policy debates over global 
climate change. Representing me GCC, Mr. Shiaes is a spokesman on issues related to 
global climate change to a wide range of internadonal audiences, a negotiator on behalf of 
business with the United Nadons, serves as a resource for the media and policymakers, and 
headed a group of business leaders who panicipated in the 1992 Eanh Summit in Rio de 
Ja.neiro. 


For 13 years prior m joining GCC, Mr. Shlaes ser-ed as direem: of government relations 
for the Edison Hleomic Inritute. Tnere, he devised and managed industry-wide 
govemmemaJ, political, ccalition and grassroots programs in addition to serving as the utility 
industry’s represenuitive and chief sraiegisi with the ViTiite House and Cabinet. 


Mr. Shlaes held several key pests in the White House under Presidents Nixon a.nd Ford, 
including staff assistant to the president, where he directed activities for 20 White House 
Conferences on domestic, economic and regulamry reform; and direcur of commuricatiens 
for tite Office of Emerge.ncy ?repar5dr.es>, where he served as a nauonal spokesman and 
liaison with Indusmy curing the energy crisis of 1973. In that role, he received the federal 
government's highest honor: the Distir.guishsd Service Award. 

Other por.5 held cy Shiaes irxluct special assisar.t to the director of the Peace Corps, 
co.nsulant as the dmector of ±e U.n:ted S:a*.es Irfor.mation .Agency, and advisor to U.S. 
d^lezationf to tv.’o Uritsd^^Ncicni' ccoftrtno^s. 

Mr. Shlaes has been involved in a number of business, civic and clnarltable organmations 
ov-r die visrs and is the former nresicent of uie NatioraJ E.nercv Resource Organization 
(NTRO).'
